Fitchburg caused interruption of distribution 
from the Tewksbury plant of the New Eng- 
Power association. Many of the com- 
munities in this part of the state were im 
mediately plunged in darkness, and radios 
were rendered useless for a few minutes. 
Only those places supplied by private power 
plants, as, for instance, the Shawsheen mills 
and the academy, remained unaffected. 

Arthur E. Pope, vice-president of the 
New England Power association, issued the 
following explanation Saturday: 

“The brief interruption in our service in a 
few points of Northern Massachusetts Friday 
evening was due to a very unusual accident. 
As far as we can now determine, the trouble 
started with a short circuit at our distributing 
center at Pratts Junction, near Fitchburg. 
Ordinarily such a fault would be isolated 
immediately and cause no interruption. This 
time, however, it appears that the trouble 
spread to a major trunk line between Pratts 
Junction and Tewksbury, thus disturbing 
distribution at Tewksbury for several min 
utes. Although the interruption in most parts 
of our system was momentary, with nothing 
more serious than a dip in the lights, the con- 
centration of trouble at Tewksbury caused a 
blowout of several minutes before normal 
conditions could be restored.”

It is interesting to note that Czecho

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School Committee Reports | 


The people ef Andover will be un-} 
doubtedly pleased to learn that the| 


school committee has started an tnvestt- | 
gation into the question of allowing | 
reporters into their meetings. Chis | 
matter has always been a sore spot, and } 
so the promise of definite action of some 
sort or other is a welcome one. Years ago | 
a Townsman reporter was chosen to the 
school committee, and for two months | 
complete reports of the meetings were 
published. However, the board then 
voted to forbid this. With due regard | 
to newspaper ethics, the Townsman} 
refrained from publishing complete re- 
ports thereafter, while the school com- 
mittee has never lifted that ban. 

The duty of a newspaper is to previde 
its readers with all the news, the defini- 
tion of being those matters of 
interest to the readers. Obviously, then, | 
the tastes of the readers must be an 
important factor in deciding whether or 
not any given material is to be printed 
That is why it is hard to see just how the 
school committee can really fear that 
personal matters about teachers or 
pupils would be printed if brought up 
during a meeting to which the press 
was admitted. Local newspapers do not | 
exist to hurt people. If something comes | 
up about a person which the people | 
really should know, it is their duty to} 
print it. The name of a man caught per- | 
petrating a robbery should undoubtedly 
be published; he is a recognized danger 
to society. But whether or not a teacher 
or a proposed teacher is capable could 
never be considered as news in a town 
like Andover. Newspaper publicity 
would not help the town in such a case 
but it would hurt the teacher. Even the 
names of children brought to juvenile

court are usually omitted in papers} 
serving Andover, fer it is reecgnized | 
that these children have their lives 


ahead of them and publicity of a mistake 
they made would be very detrimental to 
them. The people of Andover would be 
disgusted with any paper printing such 
material, and as long as Andover re- 
mains this way, yellow journalism will} 
always be a failure here. No paper could | 
find it profitable to print harmful per- 
sonal news about Andover.

3,000,000 FAMILIES 
HELPED BY RED CROSS | 


Distress in All Areas Met by 
Giving Food, Clothing 
and Other Aid. 


More than $.000,000 families through- 
out the nation were given relief of 
various types by the American Red 
Cross in the past winter, to aid them 
in their distress caused by unemploy- 
ment, disaster or other misfortune. 

A major relief task, due to unem- 
ployment and other unusual conditions 
in the bituminous mining counties in 
twenty states, was met by the Red 
Cross chapters alone, or participating 
with other agencies. Ln these 143 coun 
ties, the Red Cross aided 90,000 fami- 
lies through giving groceries, school 
lunches, clothing, flour and other ne- 
cessities to combat privation. 

Flour, milled from government wheat 
turned over to the Red Cross by Con- 
gress, was given to 15,000,000 persons 
in the period from March 8 to June 30, 
the close of the fiscal year. Flour will 
continue to be given through the win- 
ter of 1932-33, and Red Cross chapters 
also will give cotton clothing, made 
from government cotton turned over 
to the Red Cross for distribution. 

“The Red Cross faces the busiest 
winter since the days of the World 
War,”' Chairman John Barton Payne 
said. “It is organized jn virtually every 


one of the 3,072 counties in the United 


States, and will co-operate with all 
agencies to meet distress wherever 
found. The flour has proved of great 


benefit, and the cotton clothing will be 
given wide distribution.” 

While carrying on nation-wide these 
unemployment and other relief meas- 
ures, the Red Cross also was engaged 
in its regular peace-time activities in 
public health nursing, service to ex | 
service men and their families, teach 
ing home hygiene, life saving and first 
aid. The Junior Red Cross, composed 
of almost 7,000,000 school children, also 
rallied to the support of the society’s 
relief efforts, and the children aided | 
others of their age in practical ways. 
formed sewing and food canning} 
classes, and were of great assistance 
in chapter relief work. 

While the wheat and cotton were 
given by the U. S. Government, no 
money was provided to pay for the | 
necessary work entailed. The Red Cross 
will meet this expense of almost 
$500,000 from its treasury. Citizens 
can aid by joining as members of the 
local Red Cross chapter during the roll 
call from Armistice Day to Thanks- 
giving Day 


Clothes for the Need 


Women volunteers sewing for the 
needy under direction of the Red Cross 
produced 296,000 garments last year, 
and will produce millions of garments 
in the winter of 1982-33. These will be 
from the millions of yards of cotton | 
cloth distributed by the national Red 
Cross from the 500,000 bales of cotton 
turned over to the organization by 
Congress.

Evidence of Visits of | 
Northmen to America | 
The name skraelings, “poor 
wretches,” by which the discoverers 
of Vinland designated the natives, 
does not meet with our ideas of the 
braves of the American forests, but 
it agrees with the traditions of the In- 
dians of New England, says a corre 
spondent of the Chicago Daily News. 
According to these, the Indian people 
were very weak, helpless and ignorant, 
until the god Glooskap began to in- 
struct them. Glooskap taught them to | 
make wigwams or huts instead of seek- 
ing shelter in caves; to hunt and fish, | 
to cook their food, to make clothing, | 
not merely wrap themselves in skins; 
what to do in illness, ete. It seems 
probable the teachings of Glooskap be- 
gan with the arrival of the white men. 
Betore the discovery of the Iceland 
fe records evidence of the visits of | 
northmen to this country was eagerly 
sought and discussed pro and con. But 
one very significant proof has been en- 
tirely overlooked. According to the 
sagas the largest settlement of the 
northmen was Norumbega, on the 
Penobscot river, The legends of the 
Penobscot Indians differ from those of 
any other tribe In this country, but 
they are almost exact counterparts of 
some found in Scandinavian folklore. 


Odd Material Employed

Medieval in Stockholm 

Of old Stockholm, as founded by 
Birger Jarl, there are really no defi- 
nite relics today.

The ancient 
market place is preserved in the 
“Stortorget,” though it is enclosed by 
buildings of a later date, and in the 
structure of the old alleys may be | 
found traces of the old encircling city | 
wall. The church called Storkyrkan 
had a Thirteenth century origin and 
contains relics of the past, especially 
the carved woodwork of Bernt Notke, | 
who in 1480, made the famous “St. 
George and the Dragon,” one of the 
most remarkable pieces of medieval 
art in Europe. 


Build to Defy 'Quakes 

The subject of earthquake-proof con- | 
struction has been studied much of 
late. Houses so called have roofs that 
are exceedingly light, chimneys that 
are short and thick, Arches are avoid: | 
ed and rafters run from the ridge pole 
to the floor sills. The essential point, 
as was sliown in the Japanese earth- 
1028, Is that the building 
should be so framed and braced that 
it will move bodily as one block with 
its foundation. In 1928 the brick build 
ings crumbled almost immediately ; 
wooden houses withstood the shock 
fairly well, but many were destroyed | 
by fire. The modern steel-brick bulld 
ings offered good resistance to both 
earthquake and fire, and nearly half | 
of those in Tokio escaped unharmed.

Northern Mesopotamia, which is 
now a desert country inhabited large 
ly by nomadic tribesmen, 3,500 years 
ago was the center of the highest type 
of culture of that age. Great cities 
flourished in that land, and the people 
were so far advanced intellectually 
that they had a complete written lan- 
They had their own code of 
laws and carried on an important 
commerce, All of the writings, which, 
included religious documents, royal 
proclamations and legal instruments 
were recorded on clay tablets through 
the employment of a writing tool with 
a tiny triangular face. The clay tab- 
lets, after having been inscribed, dried 
as hard as bricks und became perma- 
nent records, Excellent examples were 
found in a mound at ancient Nuzi.
